& Holmes, who came here from JBloom- 
inglon, and opened Iheir concern October 
9tb, acted as commission merchants, and 
dealt direct with the Chicago P. P 
Exchange, whose managers are Pope & 
Co., and whose president is D. A. Lorin, 
Tbe paper of Pope ifc Co., was allow- 
ed to go to protest on Saturday af lernoon 
ihe alleged cause of which unforlunule 
circumslancc is given iu an arliclu below. 
Tbe cash transactions of Blackman & 
Holmes during Iheir engagement here 
foot up over $00,000. Il ia estimated by 
competcnl judges Ibat Decalur and Ma 
con county is fully $8,000 ahead of the 
"exchange."

Mr 
Loring, President of ihs Publjc 


Produce Exchange, made a slalemenl lo'a 
Journal reporter this afternoon of the 
cause of the failure. 
He said that prior 


lo the failure of Doxey's bucket shop, Ihe 
Public Produce Exchange bad been los- 
ing some money by the general rise, but 
wasgeuiDi; along very well. By reason 
of Doxey:s l«ilurc bis customers,—espe- 
cially those in the country, — became 
panicky, .and there was a very heavy run 
on him. Before November 10th, Ibe time 
of Doxey's collapse, his losses were about 
121,000 10 $28,000 a day, but the next few 
days after this evenl Ihev ran $41,000, 
$43,000, $.W,000. Before the ITih inslani 
Mr 
Loring was short to his customers 


9.000 shares of stocfe, and he bad a profit 
of $21,000. A few days before he made 
an agreement with Doxey to carry their 
deals. Doxey undertook to do it, but 
(Riled, and the Public Produce Exchange 
thereby sustained a loss of $37,000. Last 
week the losses aggregated $250,000. Ii 
was impossible to bear up against them 
without help. He went lo a friend who 
promised hita $50,000 this morning. He 
expected a break, and with this help he 
would be able to swing Ihrough. Bul at 
the eleventh hour the friend found that 
the markets continued to boom and he 
was afraid to advance the money. Imme- 
diately Mr. Loring announced to his cua- 
loroers ibat he would bave to suspend.— 
The Exchange was doing more business 
lhan any Iwo commission houses. The 
telegrams from the country cuilomers 
ttvemzed 1,100 a day. Sir. "Loring s^ys 
h,e \vill seitle up his country deals first.

ed Mentor, writes : 


Gen. 
Garfield likes books and music 


and pictures. 
He is withal very versa- 


tile, lie sings songs and reads poetry, 
studies mathematics, 
problems, 
and 


translates ''knotty" passages ot the 
Greek Testament with equal interest 
and relish. 
I remember once seeing a 


gentleman showing him wrrat is called 


'trick at cards." 
After trying it a 


few times, Mr. Garfield said : "That is 
no trick—it is the result of some law 
of numbers ; its a mathematical prob- 
lem, 
depending on the number of cards, 


spots, etc." That night he determined 
to solve the problem. 
I went to bed 


about midaight and left him working at 
it. 
In the morning he said he had set 


up till after three, but, like Archime- 
des, he had "found it," and had cover- 
ed a dozen sheets of paper with alge- 
braic-formulas in the operation. 


1 think Garfield would liko to be 


rich—at least better off than he is ; 
but be could never endure t'r.e kind of 
life that makes men rich—the continu- 
ous and monotonous routine and atten- 
tion that is required in mere money- 
getting. That kind of mental food 
wouldn't nouiish bis intellectual nature. 
He is ambitious and, in a true and laud- 
able sense, proud, lie likes to excel. 
He told me, the evening the nomma 
tions were made in Chicago, that he 
would rather have the credit of making 
the best speech be'ore such an audience 
then to get the nomination. 
People 


may not readily believe it, but Garfield's 
speech nominating Sherman was very 
nearly an impromptu speech. Garfield 
is a temperance man, though not a "to- 
tal abstinence man." 
I have seen wine 


on his table twice in Washington, once 
it a breakfast and once at a dinner 
part)'. 
I know that liquor is not habit- 


ually used about his house, and 'hat be 
very rarely touches it himself. He is 
not nt all sensitive on the subject of 
temperance, nor desirous of concealing 
his views and practice. 


tlen. GarGtild is fond of Lis home 


and his farm. He walks bis visitors 
aroutd and shows the improvements he 
has made and explains those lie con- 
templates. 
Ho shows his stock, ma- 


chinery, and crops with as much enthu- 
siasm as Horace Greeley used to dis- 
play on the same subjects. He fiuls 
the farm a source ot perpetual pleasure 
and interest. 


One cannot be about Mentor without 


finding out that Garfield 
likes his 


neighbors and that they like him. 


Mrs. 
Garfield is a very pleasant but 


not a demonstrative woman. She is 
well educated and appreciates the good 
things in literature and art. 
She reads 


"-olid" books and the magazines : looks 
well after the house and teaches hei 
own children , ihe is a •'help-meet" and 
an cntertainiiiK companion for her hu< 
baud, and abundantly able to entertain 
his most intellectual fiiends and visit- 
ors. 
I should think her most marker! 


characteristic is that of perfect atten- 
tion to her own business, and no med- 
dling with other people's. 
She is unos- 


tentatious. She refused to allow her 
photograph to be sold or her picture to 
be eng-aven. though earnestly pressed 
to do »o by photographers, engravers, 
and by many friends. 
I suspect she 


don t care to be written about much, 
cither, ai>d I rloo't wish to do violence 
to her desire in thi? respect by extended 
comments.

mourning for Dr. William B. Jones, our 
late able and distinguished editor

friend, who was foully assassinated 
on 


the night of the 3d of November—so 
far as we know, without a word, cause 
or provocation. 
Dr. Jones was an em- 


inent physician, an accomplished orator, 
an amiable, kind-hearted man, and a 
true friend.

tbe Chicago Public I'rodjce Kxchange 
with the following interesting infosaia- 


<ion : 


In addition to the information touch- 


ing yesterday's failures a great many 
other facts were elicited in regard to the 
methods in general of the bucket shop, 
and in regard to its customers, its pro- 
fits, and us losses. It owes its exist- 
ence, probably, to eertain evils that exist 
in the regular board of trade and stoct 
exchanges. The demand for a market 
for small lots has always been unheeded 
by the regular exchange. 
In New York 


no sales less than a hundred shares- 
make a quotation, and in Chicago no 
sale of grain less than five thousand 
bushels, or of provision lots less than 
two hundred and fifty packages. There 
are soW in the Newlfork slock exchange 
what are called odd lots, but these .sales- 
of less than one hundred shares are 
always a trifle off tu* market rate. Be- 
sides this evil of too large lots, there 
were the too large commissions. More- 
over, a- sale can not always be made on. 
the regular board at tbe ruling market 
rate. Especially ia this true of large 
lots. A sale of part will affect 
tbe 


market, and the price obtain;d on the 
remainder will be a trifle "off." 
There 


are otber reasons that gave rise f,o tbe 
bucket 3bop, but these are the princi- 
pal. From little to great these estab- 
lishments grew. 
Tho one that failed 


yesterday did a business equal to aoy 
three of the greattst commission houses 
in Gbicago. It handled three and a 
half millions of margins in a year. Its 
average transactions were 500,000 bush- 
els of grain. 5.000 packages of provi- 
sions, and from 2,000 to 5,000 shares of 
stock a day. 
Its telegraph bills reach- 


ed $50,000 in a year , it employed four 
telegraph operators of its own, received 
its messages in its own office, seat out 
and received over a thousand messages 
daily, and employed u force four times 
as large as the largest commission 
house in tbe city. 


THE PROHrs 


of such an establishment are two-fold 
There is first the regular commission, 
which, in itself, upon a business of so 
great proportions as that of tbe concern 
just burstcd, would probably make it 
profitable 
But there is besides the 


gambling profit,upon which these estab- 
lishments chiefly rely. There is not a 
single quantity that figures in the gam 
bier s eejuation that is not used by tbe 
bucket shop proprietor in casting up bis 
possible profit and loss. The old known 
quantities -'that a man will not stop play 
while be is winning," and that "the bank 
JH bound to win in the long run,' are as 
familiar to one as to the otber. 


They trade upon tbe known fact that 


"outsiders make no money," Slid a well 
known operator to the reporter on yes- 
terday, to the course of » conversation 
upon the matter 
"I )*iow,' said be, 


"ibat about a year ago one ot the great 
commission house* in this ciiy. as a 
matter of curiosity, nudi a careful, tab- 
ulated statement ot the whole of its 
business with i*-» customers between one 
January and another. Tbe object wa» 
to «ee what would have been the proBt 


or loss if the house had filled all the 
rders itself without going on the board. 
The result of the calculation showed 
that the firm would have made a profit 
of $90,000 had it filled all its custom, 
ers' orders itself ; that is, paid profits 
when there were profits, and pocketed 
.be margins when there were losses.— 
The 
transactions of these establish- 


ments are all square enough, GO far as I 
can see. There is no room for fraud, 
and there are certain advantages to be 
had in trading with them. The failure 
trill be a glreat boon to many smaller 
>nee, and ito not a few of the larger 
ones, too. 
The amount of business 


done by these bucket shops is enor- 
mous." 


CHARACTER AND AMOUNT Of THE KUSl*0 


NESS DONE. 


Some of tbe facts regarding tbe char- 


acter and amount of business done by 
the shop that failed on yesterday will 
be a surprise to the majority of people. 
Of tbe 500,000 bushels of grain which 
hare been bought and sold each day ou 
telegraphic orders, one-third is bought 
or sold ori orders from the east, princi- 
pally frorti New York City. 
All this 


out-of-town trade is done with brokers 
and regular! commission houses, there 
not beingalhalf dozen individual trad- 
ers in the] whole of the list. It is gen- 
erally supposed that the customers of a 
backet shop are innocents—farmers, 
school-teachers and clerk*. 
This is 


true partly, but they do not send their 
orders direct,but transmit them through 
brokers and commission booses. 
The 


out-of-town orders run from 
J.OOO to 


100,000 bushels, or from 25' to 6,000 
packages,oi 25 to 1,000 shares of Block. 
Almost all these orders come from re- 
sponsible people, and arc sent to the 
bucket shop instead of to a regular firm 
because tbe loss cannot exceed a fixed 
limit in a deal with them, while with a 
commission firm there is no limit (o the 
loss. Tbe commission men hold their 
customers responsible on any fall on a 
purchase, or any rise on a sale. The 
backet shops 


RECEIVE THE1B ORDERS IN THIS WISE : 
The customer telegraphs to buy or sell 
at a certain figure, and announces that 
be has deposited in tho nearest bunk A 
certain margin. The time of the re 
oeipt of 
this telegraph is registered 


when received, and the order filled. Tbe 
bank telearaphs that the deposit ba^ 
been made. 
At Jhe end of the day a 


check is sent the customer for the bal- 
ance due hinv. The telegraphic orders- 
always arc acted upon, and it is said by 
the managers o!' this last bursted con- 
cern thit in all their experience they 
never fauna that a customer had failed 
to deposit the margin as his message 
stated. 
There is left, now in Chicago 


but a single surviving bucket shop.— 
Last year every other one in the coun- 
try save the Public Produce exchange, 
saccumbed. 
The assets of the corpora- 


tion are scattered through fifty different 
banks all over the eountry,and the num-- 
berof the creditors will be between one 
ihousnnd and fifteen hundred. 


THE Ilairisburg (Pa.) TflcffrapJi 
pre- 


dicts the most beneficial results to Illi- 
nois, when the release of the State 
from debt becomes known.
